Sir — The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Cortland  is  hereby

Mr.  Charles  R.  Lord,  Clerk  Board  of  Supervisors,  Cortland 
County,  N.  Y.  , 

Dear  Sir— In  1902  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Cortland  County 
approved  the  plans  for  the  improvement  of  what  is  known  as  the  Cort- 
land-Homer  road  and  I  have  advertised  for  proposals  on  same  on  sev- 
eral occasions.  Owing-  to  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  material 
since  the  year  the  estimate  was  prepared  and  also  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  road  is  only  about  one-half  mile  in  length  and  therefore  fur- 
nishes work  of  so  short  duration  that  contractors  are  not  inclined  to 
g-o  to  the  expense  of  moving-  their  plants  and  incurring  the  other  in- 
cidental expenses  where  the  total  amount  of  work  and  profit  to  be  de- 
rived are  correspondingly  small,  I  believe  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  increase  the  appropriation  and  have  revised  the  estimate  and  de- 
sire to  notify  you  that,  in  my  opinion  an  appropriation  of  $1,300  b\^ 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  be  met  by  a  like  appropriation  by  the 
State,  will  be  required. 

If  the  Board  of  Supervisors  deems  it  advisable  to  make  this  appro- 
priation, I  suggest  that  the  form  of  resolution  herewith  enclosed 
be  adopted  and  a  certified  copy  be  sent  me  immediately.

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  state  that  I  have  delayed  action  look- 
ing toward  the  improvement  of  this  road  for  some  time,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  I  have  had  most  positive  and  definite  assurances  that  a 
grade  crossing  now  existing  on  this  road  would  be  eliminated,  and 
it  has  seemed  advisable  to  defer  the  improvement  of  the  road  until 
this  was  accomplished.  I  have,  however,  just  recently  been  assured 
that  such  grade  crossing  elimination  is  now  considered  doubtful,  and 
if  your  Board  sees  fit  to  make  the  appropriation,  I  will  advertise  for 
proposals.

BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS. 
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Wednesday,  November  14,  1906. 

The  Board  convened  at  9  o'clock  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Chairman. 

Roll-call  showed  all  members  present  except  Mr. 
Whitmore. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  following-  report  of  the  inspection  of  the  Cort- 
land County  jail  was  read,  received  and  placed  on  file: 

CORTLAND  COUNTY  JAIL. 

.    Located  at  Cortland.  Inspected  October  16,  1906. 

The  number  ot  prisoners  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  4,  all  men. 
One  of  these  was  held  for  the  Grand  Jury,  one  for  examination,  and 
two  were  serving  sentence  for  public  intoxication.  Commitments  in 
this  County  for  this  offense  range  from  five  to  fifty-nine  days.  Pris- 
oners sentenced  for  any  offense  for  sixty  days  or  over,  are  committed 
to  the  Onondaga  County  Penitentiary. 

The  highest  number  of  prisoners  at  any  one  time  during  the  past 
year  was  31,  the  lowest  2,  and  the  average  about  15.  For  a  consid- 
erable part  of  the  winter  the  population  ranged  from  20  to  28.  The 
total  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  was  698. 

The  jail  was  found  in  a  cleanly  condition.  The  beds  are  fur- 
nished with  white  sheets  and  pillows  with  slips,  and  presented  a 
neat  appearance. 

The  project  of  building  new  County  and  City  buildings,  including 
a  jail,  which  was  in  agitation  last  winter,  is  in  abeyance. 
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There  have  been  no  chanf^es  since  the  last  inspection.  The  pris- 
oners are  without  employment.  The  office  of  sheriff  is  a  fee  office, 
and  he  is  usually  allowed  $2.80  a  week  for  boarding-  prisoners.

To  THE  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Cortland: 

By  the  existing  provisions  of  Law,  the  Supervisors  of  any  County 
from  which  State  pupils  are  admitted  into  the  Syracuse  State  Insti- 
tution for  Feeble-Minded  Children,  are  required  to  raise  the  sum  of 
($30)  thirty  dollars  a  year,  in  advance,  for  each  pupil  so  admitted. 
See  Chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  1896. 
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As  the  Managers  of  the  Institution  have  no  disposition  to  charge 
the  Counties  for  clothing  State  pupils  anything  more  than  the  actual 
cost  of  the  clothing  furnished,  they  have  decided  to  reduce  the  charge 
to  twenty  dollars  for  each  pupil.  They  are  enabled  to  do  this  only 
by  purchasing  the  supplies  at  wholesale  and  by  making  a  portion  of 
the  garments  with  the  labor  of  the  inmates.  The  following  pupils 
have  been  received  into  the  Institution  from  your  County,  upon  the 
proper  legal  certificates  as  required  by  the  law  relating  to  the  ad- 
mission of  pupils.

Mr.  F.  a.  Crosley,  Chairman  of  Board  of  Supervisors,  Cort- 
land County: 

Dear  Sir— Article  VII,  Section  118,  of  the  Poor  Law,  and  Article 
I,  Section  14  of  the  State  Charities  Law,  as  above  noted,  requires 
the  State  Board  of  Charities  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Boards  of 
Supervisors  and  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  Poor,  or  other  proper 
officers,  to  an}-  abuses,  defects  or  evils  which  on  inspection  may  be 
found  in  almshouses  or  other  institutions,  or  in  the  administration 
thereof,  and  it  is  the  custom  of  the  Board  to  consider  carefully  the 
reports  submitted  by  its  inspectors  and  to  forward  them  to  the 
authorities  responsible  for  the  management  of  such  institutions. 


These  reports  are  differentiated  into  three  classes  as  follows: 
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Class  1.  Those  which  show  practically  no  defects.  These  are 
sent  to  the  officers  named,  for  their  information  merely. 

Class  2!  Those  which  call  attention  to  few  or  less  important 
defects.  These  are  transmitted  by  way  of  information  and  sug-gestion 
in  the  belief  that  the  knowledge  of  any  defect,  however  small,  will 
be  sufficient  to  bring-  about  remedial  action. 

Class  3.  Those  which  point  out  the  more  serious  defects  or  evils. 
These  reports,  however,  impose  a  further  duty  upon  the  Board  and 
are  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  Superintendents  of  the 
Poor,  and  other  proper  officers  for  their  consideration  and  for  such 
action  an  their  part,  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  as  will  remove 
such  defects  or  evils. 

In  formally  transmitting  reports  of  inspection  it  is  not  customary 
for  this  Board  to  express  commendation  of  the  good  work  being  done 
in  the  institutions,  beyond  that  contained  in  the  reports,  but  the 
absence  of  such  expression  of  commendation  is  not  to  be  understood 
as  implying  any  lack  of  appreciation  of  such  work. 

The  enclosed  report  of  inspection  of  the  Almshouse  of  your  county, 
made  by  Inspector  Rogers,  October  1,  1906,  is  sent  to  you  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above  provisions  of  the  State  Charities  Law,  and  your 
attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  suggestions  for  improvement 
contained  therein.    This  report  is  classified  in  the  Third  Class.

Notes  of  Inspection  of  the  Cortland  County  Almshouse, 
i.  the  buildings. 

Capacity  60  ;  Estimated  value,  $23,000. 

General  Character  and  Condition— The  buildings  are  two  sto- 
ries high,  built  of  brick,  with  slate  roofs.  They  are  three  in  number 
and  are  located  about  three  miles  northeast  of  Cortland.  The  main 
building  is  occupied  by  the  keeper  and  by  the  women  inmates.  The 
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men's  building  is  attached  to  the  main  building-.  To  the  rear  is  the 
building"  formerly  occupied  by  the  insane  and  now  used  on  the  ground 
floor  only,  by  men  and  women  inmates  who  have  chronic  diseases. 
The  buildings  are  in  good  condition  except  the  old  asylum  building, 
which  is  in  bad  condition  on  the  lower  floor,  within.  A  detached 
frame  building  is  used  as  a  chapel. 

Recent  Improvements — New  slate  roof  on  women's  part  of  the 
building  ;  steel  ceiling  in  keeper's  office  and  parlor  ;  new  hardwood 
floors  in  the  women's  dining  room,  the  ironing  room,  men's  sick  room 
and  one  hall  ;  new  plastering  and  papering  in  chapel.  Matched 
ceiling  in  pantry  ;  new  wire  fencing. 

Contemplated  Improvements — None. 

Heating — By  steam.  The  boiler  is  located  in  a  detached  brick 
boiler-house. 

Lighting — By  electricity  from  the  Cortland  service. 

Ventilation — The  ventilation  depends  upon  ordinary  openings 
and  is  poor.  Ventilating  shafts  should  be  built  through  the  roof  and 
be  connected  by  flues  with  each  room  occupied  by  inmates. 

Water  Supply— A  spring-fed,  covered  reservoir,  9  ft.  x  10  ft.  x  10 
ft.,  furnishes  good  water  in  sufficient  quantity  for  ordinary'-  uses. 
There  is  no  suppU^  or  service  for  fire  protection.  Three  driven  wells 
are  in  use  for  drinking  water. 

Bathing  Facilities— Shower  baths  are  supplied  for  each  sex. 

Laundry  Appliances — Hand  laundry  apparatus  is  located  in  a 
detached  building.    A  steam  laundry  is  needed. 

Drainage — By  cement  joint  tile  drain  to  East  River,  which  flows 
past  the  almshouse  property. 

Precautions  Against  Fire— Six  liquid  chemical  extinguishers 
and  hand  grenades  are  distributed.  There  is  need  for  a  good  water 
protection  service. 

Means  of  Escape  in  the  Event  of  Fire — By  interior  stairs 
only.  The  buildings  are  only  two  stories  high,  but  need  iron  stair 
escapes  on  account  of  the  feeble  class  of  inmates.  A  good  mechanic 
could  construct  adequate  escapes  for  all  the  building,  from  the  iron 
gratings  which  still  encumber  the  windows  of  the  old  asylum. 
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II.   THE  FARM. 

Number  of  acres  of  land— 118  ;  Estimated  value,  $5,000. 

Adaptability  of  the  Soil— The  farm  is  productive  and  well 
tilled. 

Barns  and  Outbuildings— The  barns  are  well  removed  and  in 
good  order.    They  are  old  buildings,  but  serviceably  repaired. 

Dairy,  and  the  Disposal  of  its  Products— Twelve  cows  are 
now  milked.    The  dairy  products  are  for  the  inmates. 

Employment  of  the  Inmates— The  farm  and  house  labor  fully 
occupies  those  capable  of  any  work.

VII.  REMARKS. 

Inspection  was  made  in  company  with  the  matron,  as  the  keeper 
was  absent  on  business  for  the  day. 
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The  buildings  were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  cared  for  and  the 
rooms  in  an  orderly  condition  throughout.  The  dormitory  rooms  are 
furnished  with  enamelled  iron  beds  with  wire  springs.  They  are 
well  made  and  provided  with  uniform  spreads.  The  beds  are  free 
from  vermin.    Storage  rooms  are  provided  for  extra  clothing. 

The  meals  served  to-day  were  as  follows: 

Breakfast— Warmed  up  potatoes,  fried  pork,  fried  cabbage, 
graham  and  white  bread,  tea. 

Dinner— Meat  and  vegetable  soup,  stewed  corn  and  beans,  bread, 
tea. 

Supper— White  and  graham  bread,  butter,  pickles,  tea. 

The  supplies  are  of  good  quality  and  are  well  prepared.  The 
bread  is  excellent.  Coffee  is  served  only  twice  a  week.  A  good  ice 
house  and  cold  storage  room  is  provided. 

The  inmates  present  are  suitable  persons  for  almshouse  relief, 
except  the  insane  noted  above,  and  a  feeble-minded  woman  aged  26, 
who  should  be  under  custodial  care  at  Newark,  and  a  feeble-minded 
male,  aged  21,  should  be  at  Rome,  when  their  admittance  can  be 
secured. 

The  important  needs  are  as  in  the  last  report: 

1.  Hospital  equipment  by  renovation  of  the  asylum  building  and 
employment  of  a  nurse  for  the  sick. 

2.  Better  ventilation. 

3.  A  steam  power  laundry. 

4.  Water  supply  under  good  pressure  with  hydrants  and  stand- 
pipes  for  fire  protection. 

5.  Iron  stair  fire  escapes  (the  iron  gratings  on  the  asylum  build- 
ing could  be  utilized  for  this  purpose.)

This  Agreement,  Made  this  22d  day  of  November,  1906,  between 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Onondaga,  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County  of  Cortland,  in  said  State,  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH  :  That  said  first  party,  in  consideration  of  the  cov- 
enants and  agreements  on  the  part  of  said  second  party,  hereinafter  ' 
mentioned,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  with  said  second  party 
to  receive  and  keep  in  the  Onondaga  County  Penitentiary,  any  per- 
son or  persons  not  idiotic,  insane,  crippled  or  incapacitated  for  la- 
bor, from  age,  sickness,  or  any  other  cause,  who  may  be  sentenced 
between  the  1st  day  of  January,  1907,  and  the  1st  day  of' January, 
1908,  by  any  duly  authorized  Court  or  magistrate  in  said  County  of 
Cortland  in  this  State,  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  in  the  Ononda- 
ga County  Penitentiary  for  not  less  than  sixty  days,  and  who  shall 
be  conveyed  to  said  Penitentiary  by  the  Sheriff  or  other  proper  offi- 
cers of  said  County  of  Cortland,  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  re- 
ceiving such  sentence,  for  and  during  the  full  term  of  such  sentence, 
unless  sooner  discharged  according  to  law,  or  by  Executive  pardon. 

In  Consideration  Whereof,  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby 
agrees  to  pay  the  party  of  the  first  part  the  sum  of  Two  and  Ten  One- 
Hundreth  Dollars  per  week,  for  the  maintenance  of  each  prisoner 
sentenced  and  committed  to  the  said  Penitentiary  and  actually  re- 
ceived therein,  before  the  1st  day  of  January,  1908,  for  the  full  term 
of  sentence  each  prisoner  shall  have  received.  It  is  further  under- 
stood and  agreed  by  the  said  parties,  that  the  account  of  the  said 
County  of  Onondaga  shall  be  made  out  in  the  month  of  November  of 
each  year,  for  the  maintenance  of  all  prisoners  received  before  the 
first  day  of  October,  of  each  year,  from  said  County,  and  confined 
in  the  said  Penitentiary,  and  that  said  account  shall  be  forw^arded 
to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  with  the  usual  affidavit  at- 
tached and  sworn  to  by  the  Superintendent,  or  one  of  the  Inspectors 
of  said  Penitentiary  ;  and  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to 
audit  the  said  account  at  the  price  per  week  set  forth  in  the  contract, 
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and  issue  a  warrant  therefor  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the 
County  of  Cortland,  and  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  said  Super- 
intendent or  Inspectors  of  said  Penitentiary.  It  is  further  agreed 
that  when  fines  are  paid  after  admission  to  the  Penitentiary  the 
same  shall  be  retained  and  belong"  to  said  Penitentiary. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  County  of  Cortland  be  put  to  no  other 
or  further  expense  with  reference  to  said  prisoners  so  received  in  said 
Penitentiary  than  as  hereinbefore  mentioned.  Except  it  is  agreed 
that  said  County  of  Cortland  will  repay  to  the  Penitentiary  the 
amount  advanced  its  discharged  convicts,  to  return  to  said  County 
and  a  sum  not  exceeding  $3.00,  that  may  have  been  advanced  to  dis- 
charged persons  for  clothing  adapted  to  the  season  of  the  year. 

It  is  further  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto,  that  if  from  the  preva- 
lence of  contagious  disease,  total  or  partial  destruction  of  said  Pen- 
itentiary by  fire,  or  the  elements,  or  from  any  cause,  the  Inspectors 
of  said  Penitentiary  shall  deem  it  necessary,  for  any  given  time,  to 
decline  to  receive  prisoners  sentenced  as  aforesaid,  a  notice  in  writ- 
ing, or  by  telegraph  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  Sher- 
iff of  said'  County  of  Cortland,  shall  release  the  party  of  the  first 
part  from  any  obligation  imposed  by  the  contract,  during  the  time  sta- 
ted and  set  forth  in  the  notice  so  given. 

It  is  further  agreed,  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  that  all  per- 
sons so  sentenced,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  County  of  Cortland,  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  Onondaga  County  Penitentiary  within  10  days  af- 
ter their  sentence.

The  following-  report  of  the  Committee  to  Investig-ate 
in  Reg-ard  to  the  Burial  of  Soldiers  was  read,  and  upon 
motion  of  Mr.  Woodward,  adopted,  all  the  members  of 
the  Board  voting-  therefor: 

To  THE  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Cortland  County, 
New  York: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  to  examine  and 
report  as  to  the  law  in  reg"ard  to  the  expense  of  burial  of  deceased  dis- 
charged soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  of  the  United  States,  who  die 
without  leaving  sufficient  means  for  burial,  desire  to  refer  this  Board 
to  Chap.  96,  Sec.  83,  Laws* of  1903,  which  is  the  latest  statute  your 
committee  has  been  able  to  find  upon  the  matter;  this  statute  clearly 
describes  and  defines  the  duties  of  this  Board,  and  the  resolution 
moved  hy  J.  W.  Patrick  and  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
December  1,  1904,  (Page  80  Supervisor's  Journal  of  that  year)  in- 
vests the  Supervisor  of  each  town  and  ward  with  power  to  act  in  such 
matters. 

2d.  As  to  the  matter  of  the  expense  of  burial  of  Sylvester  Morgan, 
late  of  the  Town  of  Truxton,  N.  Y.,  we  desire  to  sa}'-  that  the  evidence 
presented  to  your  committee  satisfies  us  that  the  said  Sylvester  Mor- 
gan was  a  soldier  and  served  in  the  185th  Regt.  N.  Y.  S.  Vol.  in  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion,  but  no  evidence  is  presented  that  he  was  never 
formally  discharged,  but  the  evidence  before  us  shows  that  the  War 
Department  knew  of  his  whereabouts  and  residence  and  the  fact  that 
no  charge  of  desertion  was  ever  preferred  against  him,  is  conclusive 
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evidence  that  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  is  no  record  of  his 
formal  discharge,  he  was  per  force,  considered  beyond  the  commands 
of  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States. 

Therefore  if  the  Supervisor  of  the  town  of  Truxton,  should,  by 
virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  him,  certify  to  the  County  Treasurer 
the  bill  of  F.  I.  Woodard  for  the  burial  of  said  Sylvester  Morgan, 
such  act  would  be  within  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  the  resolution 
above  referred  to.

between  the  towns  of  Homer  and  Preble,  northerly  on  the  east  side 
of  the  west  branch  of  the  Tioughnioga  River  to  the  north  line  of  Cort- 
land County,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  llS,  Laws 
of  1898;  and, 

2.  Whereas,  The  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  investigated 
and  determined  that  a  section  of  said  highway  is  of  sufficient  public 
importance  to  merit  improvement  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  said  law,  and  has  certified  his  approval  of  the  said  resolution;  and, 

3.  Whereas,  Said  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  caused  a 
■  section  of  said  highway,  which  section  is  described  as  follows:  Run- 
ning from  the  boundary  line  between  the  towns  of  Homer  and  Preble, 
northerly  on  the  east  side  of  the  west  branch  of  the  Tioughnioga 
River  to  the  north  line  of  Cortland  County,  a  distance  of  5.43  miles 
in  the  Town  of  Preble,  Cortland  County,  N.  Y.,  and  known  as  the 
Homer-Tully,  Section  2  Road,  to  be  surveyed  and  mapped,  and  has 
caused  plans  and  specifications  and  an  estimate  of  cost  to  be  made 
for  said  improvement,  and  has  transmitted  the  same  to  this  Board: 
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4.  Resolved,  That  the  highway  above  described  in  paragraph 
one,  be  improved  and  constructed  in  that  portion  thereof  above  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  three,  in  accordance  with  the  maps,  plans, 
specifications  and  estimate  prepared  for  such  inprovement  by  the 
State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  115  of 
the  Laws  of  1898.  That  said  work  be  done  under  the  charge,  care 
and  superintendence  of  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  that 
said  maps,  plans,  specifications  and  estimate  prepared  by  said 
State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  said  work,  are  hereby  duly  ap- 
proved and  adopted  by  this  Board; 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-two  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred twenty-five  dollars  ($22,825)  being  one-half  the  estimated  total 
cost,  which  amounts  to  $45,650,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated for  constructing  and  imoroving,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
115  of  the  Laws  of  1898,  said  road  described  in  paragraph  3  hereof; 
and  the  County  Treasurer  of  Cortland  County  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  said  sum  upon  the  requisition  or  draft  of  the 
State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  said  sum  being  hereby  made  imme- 
diately available  for  such  purpose;  and  if  he  should  find  it  necessary, 
said  Count}^  Treasurer  is  hereb}^  authorized  and  empowered  to  bor- 
row all  or  part  of  said  sum  on  the  obligation  of  the  said  County  is- 
sued by  him  for,  on  behalf  of  and  in  the  name  of  the  County  of  Cort- 
land and  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  County. 

The  following-  resolution,  offered  by  Mr.  Whttmore, 
was  after  roll  call  declared  adopted:

Also,  in  regard  to  the  roads  constructed  under  the  Higbee-Arm- 
strong  law. 
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After  electing  a  chairman,  the  members  of  the  Convention  thor- 
oughly discussed  the  methods  of  working  the  roads. 

A  large  majority  of  those  from  the  money  system  towns  seemed 
very  enthusiastic  in  regard  to  this  method  and  reported  that  their 
highways  are  kept  in  much  better  condition  than  they  formerly  were 
under  the  labor  system. 

It  was  especially  recommended  by  the  State  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, that  the  attention  of  the  Highway  Commissioners  be  called  to 
the  advisability  of  opening  all  sluices  and  looking  after  the  drain- 
age of  all  roads  as  early  as  possible  each  spring,  thus  avoiding 
much  damage  to  the  roads  from  defective  drainage. 

The  members  from  several  sections  of  the  State,  where  consider- 
able road  has  been  built  under  the  Higbee- Armstrong  Law,  reported 
that  the  annual  expense  of  repairing  the  same  is  so  great  as  to  be 
quite  a  burden  to  the  towns,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  asking  the 
State  Legislature  to  pass  a  law  placing  the  greater  part  of  this  ex- 
pense on  the  State  and  only  a  small  part  on  the  towns.

The  latest  statute  bearing  upon  this  subject  is  Laws  of  1896,  Chap- 
ter 225. 

This  statute  provides,  Sec.  4,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
provide  for  the  burial  of  the  bodies  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines,  or  the  body  of  the  wife  or  widow  of  a  soldier, 
sailor  and  marine,  married  previous  to  1890,  and  who  shall  die  without 
leaving  sufficient  means  to  defray  the  funeral  expenses,  but  such  ex- 
penses shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  dollars. 

Section  5  of  this  Chapter  provides,  that  the  grave  of  any  such  sol- 
dier, sailor  and  marine  shall  be  marked  by  a  headstone  containing 
the  name  of  the  deceased,  and,  if  possible,  the  organization  to  which 
he  belonged,  or  in  which  he  served  :  such  head-stone  shall  not  cost 
more  than  fifteen  dollars,  and  shall  be  of  such  design  and  mate- 
rial as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the 
expense  of  such  burial  and  head-stone,  as  provided  in  this  article, 
shall  be  a  charge  upon,  and  shall  be  paid  by,  the  County  ;  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  and  directed  to  audit  and  pay  the 
account,  the  same  as  other  accounts  against  the  County  are  audited 
and  paid.

Your  Committee  was  called  on  May  8th,  1906,  to  inquire  into  and 
determine  the  advisability  of  making  certain  changes  in  the  site  of 
the  highway  leading  from  the  City  of  Cortland  to  the  Village  of  Mc- 
Graw,  said  highway  being  under  process  of  improvement  under  Sec. 
115,  Laws  of  1898,  the  proposed  changes  seemed  necessary,  and  your 
committee  advised  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $150.00  to  P.  J.  Wads- 
worth,  in  settlement  of  damages  to  his  premises  by  such  change. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  an  undisputed  fact  that  the  use  of  narrow  tires 
on  heavy  loaded  wagons  are  a  great  detriment  and  damage  to  all  im- 
proved highways,  we,  therefore,  recommend  that  measures  be  urged 
to  require  the  use  of  wide  tires  for  all  such  wagons  used  on  public 
highways.

No  town  officer  shall  be  allowed  any  per  diem  compensation  for  his 
services  unless  expresslj^  provided  by  law.

Resolved,  That  all  persons  performing'  work  or  labor,  or  fur- 
nishing" any  supplies  for  or  on  account  of  this  County,  be  required  to 
furnish  with  accounts  when  presented  for  audit,  the  orig-inal  order 
in  writing  from  the  person  authorizing  the  vvork  or  ordering  the  sup- 
plies, or  a  receipt  from  the  person  ordering,  that  the  supplies  have 
been  furnished,  and  no  bill  for  work  done,  or  supplies  furnished 
shall  be  audited  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unless  accompanied  b3' 
such  written  order  or  receipt,  and  the  Clerk  of  this  Board  is  herebj^ 
instructed  to  notify  the  several  Town  and  County  officers  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  above  resolution. 

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  1885. 

ACCOUNTS. 

No  account  shall  be  audited  by  any  Board  of  Town  Auditors,  or 
Supervisors,  or  Superintendent  of  the  Poor,  for  any  services  or* dis- 
bursements, unless  such  accounts  shall  be  made-out  in  items  and  ac- 
companied with  an  affidavit  attached  thereto  and  to  be  filed  with 
such  account  made  by  the  person  presenting  or  claiming  the  same, 
that  the  items  of  such  account  are  correct,  and  that  the  disburse- 
ments and  services  charged  therein  have  been,  in  fact,  made  or  ren- 
dered, or  are  necessary  to  be  made  or  rendered,  at  that  session  of  the 
Board,  and  stating  that  no  part  thereof  has  been  paid  or  satisfied.

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All  accounts  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  num- 
bered from  one  upwards  in  the  order  of  presentation,  and  a  memo- 
randum of  the  time  of  presenting  the  same,  of  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons in  whose  favor  they  shall  be  made  out,  and  by  whom  they  shall 
be  presented,  shall  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board  to  which 
they  shall  be  presented,  and  no  such  account,  after  being  so  presented, 
shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  custody  of  the  Board  or  its  Clerk,  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  except  to  be  used  in  evidence  upon  a  judicial 
trial  or  proceeding,  and  in  su^h  case  it  shall,  after  being  so  used, 
be  forthwith  returned  to  such  custody. 

County  Law,  §  24. 

Boards  of  Supervisors  ma^  make  such  additional  regulations  and 
requirements,  not  in  conflict  with  law,  concerning  the  keeping  and 
rendering  of  official  accounts  and  reports  of  its  County  and  Town 
officers,  and  the  presentation  and  auditing  of  bills  presented  to  their 
Board  or  to  the  Town  Boards  of  their  County,  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary for  the  efficiency  of  the  service  and  the  protection  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  public.
